Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Both  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  lower  than  last  year.  The  Birth 
rate  is  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  the  Death 
Rate  higher.  An  unsatisfactory  feature  this  year  is  a  rise  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  which  at  47  per  1,000  births  is  higher  than  the  Country’s 
average  of  34. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  with  the  exception  of  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  has  been  low.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  hospital  accommodation  for  any  infectious  case.  The  decline 
in  Scabies  after  the  peak  in  1944  has  progressively  fallen.  The  number 
of  new  cases  of  Venereal  Diseases  attending  the  Clinic  has  again  fallen. 
The  peak  of  these  attendances  was  in  1946. 

With  reference  to  the  Section  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  until 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  were  still  hampered  by  lack  of  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  carrying  out  our  duties. 

Further  expansion  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  will 
be  impossible  until  more  Health  Visitors  are  available.  A  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  has  been  appointed  and  commenced  duty  towards  the  end 
of  the  year.  All  Midwives  are  equipped  and  trained  to  give  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  demand  for  this  by 
patients.  There  was  less  pressure  on  the  Midwives  for  domiciliary  cases 
during  this  year. 

The  Home  Help  Scheme,  despite  a  rather  slow  demand  at  its  in¬ 
ception,  has  expanded  and  the  indications  are  that  the  public  are  realis¬ 
ing  the  advantages.  There  is  a  growing  demand  for  more  provision  in 
the  Scheme  to  be  made  for  Home  Help  to  non-maternity  cases,  especially 
in  the  assistance  to  be  given  to  the  care  of  old  people. 

July  5th  was  the  appointed  day  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act.  The  Local  Authority  has  given  much  assistance  in  this  period  of 
transfer  of  Services  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Tuberculosis 
and  Venereal  Disease  Schemes  have  been  carried  on  by  the  Council  on  an 
agency  basis  throughout  the  year.  The  Ambulance  Service  has  met  the 
calls  of  increased  demands.  The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  in  keeping 
the  old  vehicles  on  the  road. 

The  Home  Nursing  is  being  provided  by  The  Queen’s  Nurses  acting 
for  the  Council.  This  Service  has  provided  for  all  demands  and  the 
control  and  co-operation  obtained  has  been  smooth  and  a  credit  to  all 
concerned . 

The  Mental  Health  Service  is  a  new  one  for  the  Local  Authority. 
Details  of  this  work  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  may  be  said 
that  a  solid  foundation  is  being  laid  on  which  expansion  can  be  made. 
Much  time  has  been  spent  in  ascertainment  and  obtaining  histories  and 
records.  The  immediate  difficulty  is  in  the  inability  to  place  many  of  the 
ascertained  cases  in  suitable  institutions.  This  is  particularly  so  with 
regard  to  Mental  Defectives. 

Let  us  mention  some  of  the  frustrations  that  have  been  met  with 
during  the  year.  First  of  all  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  trained  staff, 
Health  Visitors,  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  trained  Mental  Health  Workers. 
With  regard  to  premises  the  completion  of  the  Huntley  Mount  Clinic, 
the  provision  of  a  new  Dav  Nursery  and  the  extension  at  the  Nurses 
Home  are  still  waiting. 
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With  regard  to  general  Public  Health  improvements  that  are  required 
I  would  put  Provision  of  more  Houses,  more  labour  and  materials  avail¬ 
able  for  reconditioning  insanitary  houses  and  later  the  possibility  of 
renewal  of  Slum  Clearance  as  of  urgent  necessity.  The  Council’s  striving 
after  Smoke  Abatement  is  of  great  importance  and  deserves  all  possible 
support. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Health  Department.  It  is  the  result  of  the  enthusiasm  of  a 
willing  and  keen  staff  to  whom  my  thanks  is  given. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  I  wish  to  tender 
my  thanks  for  their  encouragement  and  consideration.

Births. — The  birth  rate  for  1948 — 17.90  per  1,000 — is  lower 
than  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1948  was  17.9  per  1,000  population. 

Deaths. — The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  1948 
was  13.39.  I  here  were  altogether  a  total  of  1,100  deaths  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  County  Borough.  Of  these  deaths,  375  were  of 
persons  not  usually  resident  in  the  Borough.  By  excluding  these 
deaths  of  non-residents,  the  number  of  deaths  is  reduced  to  725, 
to  which  must  be  added  52  deaths  of  Bury  residents  which  have 
occurred  in  other  districts.  The  number  of  deaths  belonging  to 
the  County  Borough  is  thus  777.

Ambuiancs  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — One  ambulance  was  kept  at  the 
Florence  Nightingale  Hospital. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — The  Bury  Cor¬ 
poration  provides  6  motor  ambulances  for  the  removal  of 
accident  cases  and  cases  of  illnesses,  and  one  sitting  case 
car.  These  are  housed  at  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Cook 
Street.  Phone :  Bury  2323.  The  administration  of  this 
service  is  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  service 
employed  nineteen  full-time  men,  one  mechanic  and  one 
ambulance  depot  superintendent.  Each  ambulance  goes  out 
with  one  driver  and  one  ambulance  attendant.  There  has 
been  considerable  growth  in  the  use  of  this  service,  as  is 
indicated  by  the  following  figures  : —

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Amoulance  services  are  also  provided  for  the  Tottington 
U.D.C.  from  this  depot  and  arrangements  for  mutual  aid  are  in 
force  with  neighbouring  authorities.  The  infectious  disease  ambu¬ 
lance  has  also  been  used  to  bring  in  cases  to  hospital  horn  neigh¬ 
bouring  authorities. 

On  account  of  the  age  of  the  ambulances  difficulties  have  arisen 
owing  to  the  long  periods  required  for  repairs.  Obtaining  spare 
parts  and  replacements  has  been  slow  or  impossible.  When  new 
ambulances  arrive  it  is  hoped  that  the  position  will  be  eased. 
Periods  of  waiting  at  hospitals  has  also  added  to  our  burdens. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — Home  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  the 
Bury  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  for  Nurses  (from  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  The  Orchard,  Bury.  Phone:  Bury  88).  An  arrangement 
has  been  entered  into  whereby,  at  the  request  ol  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  one  of  the  Association’s  Nurses  visits  and  treats  cases 
of  certain  infectious  diseases. 

After  July  5th  the  Queen’s  Nurses  have  worked  on  an  agency 
basis  for  the  Local  Authority.

In  addition  to  the  above,  patients  from  Bury  are  admitted  to  Man¬ 
chester  institutions,  principally:  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  (General 
Medical  and  Surgical) ,  Manchester  and  Salford  Skin  Hospital  (Skin 
Cases) ,  and  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  (Maternity) . 

Poor  Law  Medical  Out- Relief.  The  arrangements  in  opera¬ 
tion  for  the  provision  of  medical  assistance  to  those  in  poor  circum¬ 
stances  remain  unchanged  up  to  July  5th.  The  Borough  was 
divided  into  two  areas  for  this  service,  and  the  Medical  Officers  in 
charge  were  Dr.  A.  B.  Stewart  and  Dr.  E.  Smalley.

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SECTION  3. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


There  have  been  no  outstanding  items  of  change  in  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Circumstances  of  the  town  during  the  year. 

There  is  still  a  large  demand  for  houses  in  the  town,  both  to 
re-house  those  living  in  unsanitary  surroundings  and  to  provide 
houses  for  those  without  any  accommodation  of  their  own. 

Manv  of  the  nuisances  and  structional  defects  found  are  still 

J 

unabated  owing  to  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  materials  and  labour. 

The  main  water  supply  has  proved  adequate  and  wholesome. 

The  Committee  think  that  one  of  the  main  sanitary  improve¬ 
ments  to  be  made  is  that  of  Smoke  Abatement.  They  consider 
that  the  adoption  of  the  Model  Byelaws  would  assist  in  gaining 
this  objective  and  have  pressed  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  grant  the 
Byelaws. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY 

INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  County  Borough  of  Bury. 

Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Inspection 
of  the  Area  for  the  year  1948  in  accordance  with  Article  27  of  the  Sanitary 
Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

The  work  of  the  Department  continued  to  be  hampered  by  depletion 
in  staff  throughout  the  year.  The  accumulative  effect  of  this  position 
during  the  past  four  years  is  grave  in  the  extreme,  and  I  can  only  stress 
the  comments  made  in  the  1947  Report.  For  portion  of  the  .year  the 

staff  w'as  reduced  to  two  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  the  resignation 

of  Mr.  D.  Coups  in  September  upon  obtaining  an  appointment  with 
Lancashire  County  Council.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  appoint¬ 
ments  of  Messrs.  J.  A.  Young,  and  J.  W.  Ormerod  of  Burnley,  and  J 

Jones  of  Doncaster  as  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  October  and 

December,  restores  the  establishment  to  1940  complement.  Despite  these 
difficulties  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  some  increased  attention 
to  milk  and  food  sampling,  and  I  wish  to  direct  attention  to  the  general 
satisfactory  standard  of  all  milk  sampled,  particularly  with  regard  to 
average  fat  content  and  absence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

Difficulties  concerning  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  repair  of 
structural  defects  in  house  property  due  to  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials  continued  throughout  the  year  despite  the  relaxation  of  control 
on  all  materials  except  steel  and  timber,  and  the  increased  value  of 
such  work  which  can  now  be  executed  without  Building  Licences.  The 
increasing  number  of  complaints  received  in  successive  years  (1,242  in 
1948)  indicates  the  continued  dilapidation  and  deterioration  in  existing 
houses  of  all  types.  Experience  during  recent  years  indicates  the  need 
for  some  financial  assistance  to  owners  of  well  maintained  properties  if 
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such  conditions  are  to  be  effectively  arrested.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
note  the  effect  of  the  financial  provisions  of  the  Housing'  Bill  concerning 
the  improvement  of  houses,  should  the  same  become  law. 

Routine  inspections  for  the  presence  of  cysticercus  u,v;s  in  cattle 
were  undertaken  in  connection  with  meat  inspection  duties  at  tnc  Public 
Abattoir  in  accordance  with  Circular  5/48  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  but 
no  cattle  were  found  to  be  affected.  * 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  County  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Invell  Valley  Water  Board 
from  mains  passing  through  the  area. 

These  mains  come  from  four  different  sources  V  supply,  and  all  the 
houses  supplied  by  the  Board  derive  their  water  direct  from  the  mains. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  28/46  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
following  report,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager 
(R.  Wyllie,  Esq.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  A.M.I.Mun.  E.),  is  submitted  in  tabular 
form :

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During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  town’s  water  were  taken. 

Seven  samples  were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination,  and 
four  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

All  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Twenty  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  wells  and  other  private 
sources  of  supply.  Eleven  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  nine  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

Two  bacteriological  samples  and  eight  chemical  samples  were  re¬ 
ported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eight  of  the  bacteriological  samples  and  one  chemical  sample  re¬ 
ported  to  be  unsatisfactory  were  in  respect  of  three  separate  private 
well  supplies  suspected  to  be  contaminated.  Each  case  was  still  under 
investigation  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

One  bacteriological  sample  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  was  taken 
from  a  private  source  in  connection  with  the  proposed  occupation  of  a 
vacant  building.  The  proposal  did  not  materialise. 

The  percentage  of  dwelling  houses  and  farms  not  supplied  with 
water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the  town’s  mains  is  0.401%.  These 
houses  using  wells  and  other  private  sources  of  supply  are  situated  at 
considerable  distances  from  the  Board’s  mains. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Fifteen  samples  of  bath  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  twelve  samples  submitted  to  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  the  Pathologist  reported  four  to  be  unsatisfactorjn 
One  sample  of  three  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  was  reported  by 
the  Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  each  case  reports  of  the  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  department  for  necessary 
action. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  were  1,248  inspections  in  respect  of  drainage  defects  and 

reconstruction,  and  184  drains  were  tested. 

» 

As  far  as  it  is  found  practicable  a  smoke  or  water  test  is  applied 
to  all  newly  constructed  house  drainage  work.  New  drainage  was  pro¬ 
vided  in  respect  to  six  premises  and  reconstructed  in  respect  of  38 
premises. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

Regular  inspections  of  water  courses  in  the  district  were  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  routine  inspection  of  the  area. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  provision  of  free  sets  of  fittings  (closet  pedestal,  seat  and  cistern) 
by  the  Corporation,  where  obsolete  types  of  closets  were  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  in  respect 
of  the  conversion  of  59  privies  and  pail  closets  in  connection  with  69 
premises  in  Unsworth  Ward.  Otherwise  no  notices  were  issued  requiring 
the  conversion  of  closets,  unless  such  conveniences  were  found  to  be  in  a 
defective  condition. 

Forty -one  sets  of  fittings  were  supplied  and  forty-four  waste  water- 
closets  were  converted  to  fresh  waterclosets  and  five  waste  waterclosets 
were  abolished.

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

Thirteen  inspections  were  made  of  registered  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

These  premises  are  governed  by  the  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  Borough. 
A  number  of  houses  occupied  by  persons  of  more  than  one  family  require 
investigation  under  these  bye-laws. 

One  notice  concerning  twenty-five  defects  was  served,  and  one 
notice  concerning  five  defects  was  abated. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

During  the  }*ear  two  common  lodging  houses  (24  Clerke  Street,  and 
138  Princess  Street)  were  closed  voluntarily  by  the  owners,  and  were 
removed  from  the  register. 

There  was  little  or  no  change  in  the  number  of  casuals  received  at 
the  remaining  premises,  and  only  about  forty  per  cent,  of  the  registered 
accommodation  was  utilised. 

Eighty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises.  Four  notices 
concerning  seventeen  defects  were  served,  and  six  notices  concerning 
seventeen  defects  were  abated.

The  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  is  the  authorised  officer  appointed 
under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  the  Rodent 
Operators  are  members  of  his  Department. 

When  the  Rodent  Operator  has  reason  to  suspect  that  the  means 
of  entry  into  the  premises  by  rats  is  due  to  the  defective  condition  of 
the  drains  the  matter  is  referred  to  this  Department. 

Under  this  heading  57  inspections  were  made  by  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  Borough  Engineer  (John  Chadwick,  Esq.,  M.B.E.,  A.M.I.C.E., 
t  M.I.Mun.E.) ,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  in  respect  of 
Sewer  Maintenance  Treatments  undertaken  by  his  Department  during  the 
year.

In  both  instances  treatments  were  carried  out  on  consecutive  days, 
and  intensive  treatments  were  undertaken  at  the  Sewage  Works  con¬ 
currently  with  the  sewer  treatments. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — During  the  year  114  observations  of  thirty 
minutes  duration  were  recorded  of  smoke  emission  from  factory  chimneys, 
and  22  factories  were  visited  in  this  connection. 

In  six  instances  emission  of  black  smoke  was  recorded  in  excess  of 
the  two  minutes  in  the  aggregate  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty 
minutes. 

In  two  cases  statutory  notices  were  served  under  Sections  101/103 
Public  Health  Act  1936. 

In  the  other  cases  a  reduction  in  the  quantities  of  smoke  emitted 
was  effected  as  the  result  of  informal  action.

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  made  further  representations 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  concerning  the  adoption  of  Smoke  Abatement 
Byelaws.  The  Ministry  again  directed  the  Committee  to  confer  with 
the  Regional  Engineer  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  in  this  matter 
and  such  discussions  were  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Meanwhile 
the  Committee  are  firmly  resolved  to  implement  their  statutory  powers 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  to  deal  with  smoke  nuisances. 

The  Health  Committee  continues  to  be  represented  on  the  Manchester 
and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  are  active 
members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society. 

In  September,  1948,  a  course  for  boilerliouse  firemen  in  Piconomic 
Use  of  P'uel  was  inaugurated  at  the  Municipal  Technical  College  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Committee  and  the  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty- 
two  registered  offensive  trades  in  the  confines  of  the  Borough.  Ninety- 
one  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — Ope  hundred  and  nine  visits  were  made 
by  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  inquiry  and  disinfection  in 
respect  of  eighty-eight  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Seven  schools  were 
disinfected. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  CINEMAS.— During'  the  year  eight 
inspections  were  made  of  the  cinemas  in  the  town. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. — During  the  year  the  Health  Committee 
made  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  authority  to  resume 
their  pre-war  programme  for  replacement  of  old  iron  street  urinals. 

The  Ministry  requested  information  concerning  the  present  provision 
of  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough,  and  details  of  the  proposed  re¬ 
building  programme. 

A  detailed  survey  of  all  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough  was 
duly  undertaken.  Arising  out  of  the  survey  the  Health  Committee  re¬ 
quested  the  Recreation  Grounds  and  Cemetery  Committee  to  consider 
the  conversion  of  the  insanitary  types  of  conveniences  in  some  of  the 
parks  and  Cemetery  to  those  of  the  fresh  water  flushing  type.

SHOP  INSPECTION. — Twelve  inspections  were  made  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Shops  Acts  1912  to  1937.  No  contraventions  of  the  Shops 
Acts  were  reported. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  a  Local  Order  concerning  the 
closing  hours  of  shops  during  winter  months  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act  1928,  and  the  Defence  (General)  Regu¬ 
lations  1939. 


RAG  FLOCK.— During  the  year  twelve  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were 
obtained  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis.  _  All  the 
samples  were  reported  to  comply  with  the  Rag  Flock  Regulations  1912. 
Eighteen  visits  were  made  to  Bedding  Manufacturers  and  Upholsterers 
premises  when  it  was  observed  that  an  increasing  number  of  manu¬ 
facturers  of  rag  flock  and  filling  materials  are  now  producing  products 
which  conform  to  the  British  Standard  Specification  for  these  materials, 
and  are  appropriately  marked.  Rag  Flock  prepared  in  accordance  with 
this  specification  will  comply  with  the  Rag  Flock  Regulations  1912. 

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT.  —  Twenty-four 

samples  (twelve  fertilisers  and  twelve  feeding  stuffs)  were  taken  during 
the  vear  under  the  provisions  of  the  Fertilisers  and  heeding  Stuffs  Act, 
1926." 

All  were  certified  by  the  Agricultural  Chemist  to  be  genuine. 

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT.— At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
97  registered  sellers  of  Part  11  poisons  occupying  97  registered  premises. 
Fifty  visits  were  paid  bv  the  District  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS.— The  sanitary  conveniences 
at  schools  continue  to  be  regularly  inspected  by  the  District  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  twenty-one  visits  being  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  year, 
when  a  number  of  defects  were  remedied.

Details  of  this  sample  were 
forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector,  who  undertook  investi¬ 
gations  at  the  farm  concerned,  which  was  situated  outside  the  Borough. 
From  his  report  the  cow  suspected  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  died, 
and  was  removed  from  the  farm  before  investigations  commenced, 
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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES.— During  the  year  285  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  of  meat  shops,  189  of  food  preparing  premises,  1,662 
of  general  food  premises  (including  market  stalls)  and  57  of  bakehouses. 
Five  notices  were  served  regarding  35  defects,  and  two  notices  wTere 
abated  remedying  four  defects. 

MARKETS. — There  are  two  markets  in  Bury,  a  large  covered  Market 
Hall  and  an  open  market  held  twice  weekly  on  Wednesdays  and  Satur¬ 
days.  In  addition  the  open  market  is  occupied  several  days  a  week  by 
six  food  jcalls  for  the  sale  of  fish,  black  puddings,  and  green-grocery.

The  Markets  and  Baths  Committee  propose  to  establish  a  small 
wholesale  fish,  fruit  and  vegetable  market  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  the  Markets  and  Baths  Committee,  at  the  request 
of  the  Health  Committee,  agreed  to  reinstate  washing  facilities,  pre¬ 
viously  provided  for  male  tenants  of  food  stalls  on  the  Open  Market. 
These  facilities  had  been  discontinued  during  recent  years  owing  to 
unavoidable  circumstances.  This  work  will  complete  the  adequate  sani¬ 
tary  and  washing  accommodation  already  provided  for  tenants  at  both 
markets. 

ICE  CREAM  PREMISES.  — During  the  year  a  survey  of  all  registered 
ice-cream  premises  in  the  Borough  was  completed  in  connection  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947.  As  a 
result  the  Health  Committee  adopted  Codes  of  Practice  for  various  types 
of  ice-cream  premises.  These  were  approved  bv  the  Council,  w7ho  resolved 
that  all  traders  should  be  granted  a  period  of  twelve  months  within  "which 
to  comply  with  these  requirements.  The  Codes  of  Practice  will  accord¬ 
ingly  apply  to  these  premises  from  30th  June,  1949.  The  Codes  are 
intended  as  an  interpretation  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regula¬ 
tions  1947,  and  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1948.  They  prescribe  the  provision  of  separate  accommodation  for 
preparation  and  storage  of  ice-cream  and  ingredients,  washing  and 
sterilising  of  utensils,  and  washing  facilities  for  employees.  All  pre¬ 
mises  are  required  to  be  constructed  and  maintained  to  a  satisfactory 
standard  so  that  ingredients  and  finished  products  are  protected  against 
contamination. 

A  particular  problem  is  likely  to  arise  in  the  application  of  these 
standards  to  retail  premises  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-lollies. 

Since  1934  all  ice-cream  premises  and  vendors  have  been  registered 
under  Section  189  of  the  Bury  Corporation  Act,  1932.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

No  cases  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  occurred  during  the  year  within 
the  confines  of  the  County  Borough,  or  within  the  districts  adjoining  the 
Borough  boundaries. 

Tuberculosis  Order. 

Three  cows  from  farms  outside  the  Borough  were  notified  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Order  and  were  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir.  One 
cow  was  found  to  be  affected  with  localised  Tuberculosis  and  a  portion 
of  the  offal  was  condemned.  In  the  other  two  cows  the  disease  was 
found  to  be  generalised  and  the  carcases  were  condemned  as  unfit  was 
human  consumption.  Three  cows  from  farms  within  the  confines  cf 
the  County  Borough  were  notified  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  have  been  slaughtered  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Order  at  premises  outside  the  County  Borough 
area.  All  the  carcases  were  reported  to  be  affected  with  generalised 
tuberculosis  and  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Anthrax. 

During  the  year  six  suspected  cases  of  anthrax  were  notified,  two  in 
cattle,  one  in  a  calf,  and  three  in  pigs 

Two  cases  in  cattle  were  confirmed  by  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  the  carcases  were  disposed  of  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Anthrax  Order  1988.  In  the  other  four 
cases  the  disease  wras  not  confirmed. 

Fowl  Pest. 

One  suspected  case  of  Fowd  Pest  w7as  notified  during  the  y^ar  and 
was  dealt  with  by  officers  of  ^he  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
This  case  was  not  confirmed. 

Sheep  Scab. 

Three  sheep  from  premises  within  a  Movement  Control  Area  adjoin¬ 
ing'  the  boundaries  of  the  County  Borough  were  sent  into  the  Abatton 
for  immediate  slaughter. 
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The  sheep  were  found  not  to  be  infected  with  any  disease.  After 
slaughter  the  fleeces  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Sheep  Scab  Order,  1938. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT— ADULTERATION. 

During  the  year  15F  formal  samples  (of  which  146  were  formal 
samples  of  milk)  and  176  informal  samples  of  foods  and  drugs  were  pur¬ 
chased  under  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  w7ere  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  analysis.

In  addition  to  the  above  figures  for  1st  January  to  4th  July, 
1948,  there  were:  Dead,  before  Vaccination,  4.97%;  Postponed, 
0.12%  ;  Removals  from  district,  1.46%. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  from  5th  July  to  31st  December, 
1948,  was  62,  being  13.36%  of  the  births  registered  during  that 
period. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  59  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  noti¬ 
fied  during  1948.  No  case  died.  Of  the  notified  cases  39  were 
removed  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  infection  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  10  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  dur¬ 
ing  1948,  all  of  which  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment. 
I  here  was  no  death  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Pneumonia. — There  were  69  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  in 
1948,  and  there  were  37  deaths  of  notified  cases  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  234  cases  of  this  disease 
notified,  as  compared  with  406  in  the  previous  year.  There  were 
two  deaths. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — There  were  2  cases  of  this  disease 
notified  during  1948. 
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Measles. — One  thousand  and  twenty-nine  cases  were  notified, 
and  there  was  no  death  from  this  disease  during  1948. 

Scabies. — During  the  year  48  cases  of  Scabies  were  discovered 
by  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  treated.  The  incidence  of 
Scabies  appears  to  rise  and  fall  over  a  period  of  years.  As  a 
matter  of  interest  the  number  of  cases  discovered  by  the  School 
Medical  Department  is  given  below.  It  appears  that  the  main 
source  of  infection  is  from  person  to  person,  especially  those 
sleeping  in  the  same  bed  with  an  infested  person,  and  that  it  is 
not  generally  spread  by  clothing. 

The  number  of  cases  in  1937  was  83,  1938—36,  1939 — 29, 
1940—16,  1941—50,  1942—177,  1943—263,  1944—333,  1945— 
126,  1946—113,  1947—79,  948—48. 

Facilities  for  treatment  of  Scabies  are  provided  at  the  Huntley 
Mount  Clinic  and  the  Wylde. 

Poliomyelitis. — There  was  one  case  notified  as  Poliomyelitis. 

Hospital  Accommodation.  —  The  hospital  accommodation 
available  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  whether  notifiable  or 
not  notifiable,  has  proved  sufficient.

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Five  year  averages  are  indicated  in  the  table  since  such  periods 
can  be  considered  fair  ones  for  comparison.  On  perusal  of  the 
table  it  can  be  seen  that  the  average  death  rate  for  the  last  five 
years  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  both  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
other  tuberculous  diseases. 

Diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  examination  of  persons  suffering  from  or  suspected  of 
tuberculosis  was  carried  out  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
situated  at  the  Joint  Clinics,  The  Wylde.  The  times  of  the  ses¬ 
sions  are  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morning  at  10-0  o'clock  weekly, 
and  certain  evenings  by  appointment  at  6-30  o’clock,  when  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  convenience  of  patients  who  are  working  during  the 
day.  Cases  are  obtained  from  reference  by  the  patients’  own 
private  practitioner,  and  from  other  sources.  *  The  Dispensary 
acts  as  a  consultative  centre  and  a  sorting  house  at  which  patients 
can  be  advised  to  obtain  the  best  possible  treatment  and  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  treatment.  The  only 
treatment  given  at  the  Dispensary  is  that  administered  by  artificial 
light  therapy.  An  important  part  of  the  work  at  the  Clinic  is  the 
examination  of  contacts  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
Forty-five  contacts  were  examined  at  the  Clinic.  Two  hundred 
and  eighty-one  X-ray  examinations  of  suspected  tuberculous  per¬ 
sons  and  of  contacts  were  made  up  to  4th  July,  1948.  This  work 
is  carried  out  at  the  X-rav  Department  of  the  Bury  Infirmary, 
and  films  and  reports  are  sent  to  the  T.B.  Clinic.  Blood  has  been 
taken  for  Erythrocyte  Sedimentation  Rate  Estimation  in  369 
cases. 

Home  Visits. 

During  1948,  129  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  patients  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  1,796  visits  were  paid  by  the  Nurses. 


Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

Institution  treatment  was  given  to  cases  of  Pulmonarv  Tuber¬ 
culosis  at  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Institution 
(the  Aitken  Sanatorium  at  Holcombe,  near  Bury) ,  at  Liverpool 
Sanatorium,  Delamere,  and  at  Baguley  Sanatorium.  Children 
suffering  from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  sent  to  the  Liver¬ 
pool  Open-Air  Hospital  for  Children,  Leasowe.

Cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  treated  mainly  at 
the  Bury  Infirmary,  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Hospital  for 
Diseases  of  the  Skin,  and  the  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry.

The  work  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  acting  as  agents  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 


After  Care. 

In  1948,  thirteen  patients  received  extra  nourishments.  Grants 
were  made  comprising  a  total  of  188  gallons  of  milk. 

Patients  discharged  from  sanatorium  are  kept  in  touch  by  out- 
nurses  and  the  tuberculosis  officer  by  visits  to  their  homes,  if  re¬ 
quired.  The  patients  also  attend  the  dispensary  for  regular  exami¬ 
nations.  Employers  were  got  in  touch  with  regarding  finding 
discharged  patients  suitable  occupation.  Close  co-operation  has 
been  made  with  the  District  Re-habilitation  Officer.  Various 
house  owners  were  approached  in  order  to  obtain  improved  accom¬ 
modation  for  persons  who  had  completed  their  sanatorium  treat¬ 
ment,  and  certain  cases  were  referred  to  the  Housing  Committee 
where  overcrowding  exists,  and  provided  with  alternative  accom¬ 
modation. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Bury  Family  Welfare  Association, 
which  has  helped  tuberculosis  patients  by  grants  of  food,  clothing, 
etc.,  during  1948. 
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Allowances. 


Under  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memo.  266/T.  allowances  were 
made  to  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  During 
1948  a  recommendation  for  grant  was  made  in  6  cases,  up  to  the 
4th  July.

The  out-patient  attendances  for  1948 
were  6,014,  and  were  815  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year. 


Bury  residents  accounted  for  47.93  per  cent,  of  the  attend¬ 
ances  made  at  the  Clinic ;  Lancashire  County  cases  accounted  for 
47.04  per  cent.,  and  other  County  Borough  cases  for  5.03  per  cent.

Orthopaedic  Clinic. — Arrangements  are  in  force  for  cases  to 
be  referred  to  Lancashire  County  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at 
Whitefield.  In-patient  treatment  is  provided  under  the  scheme  if 
necessary  at  the  Biddulph  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  at  Ancoats  Hos¬ 
pital,  Manchester,  and  at  Marple  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

During  1948,  12  new  cases  attended  the  Whitefield  Clinic, 
and  each  had  a  consultation  with  the  surgeon,  whilst  6  consulta¬ 
tions  were  also  given  by  the  surgeon  to  5  old  cases.

Cases  are  referred  to  the  Gynaecological  Consultant  at  the 
Bury  General  Hospital,  or  the  Fairfield  General  Hospital  when 
necessary. 
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In  addition  expectant  mothers  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
at  the  Bury  General  Hospital  and  the  Fairfield  General  Hospital. 
The  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  these  Clinics  was 
629,  and  2,485  attendances  were  made.  Also  259  post-natal 
attendances  were  made  at  these  clinics. 


Midwives. — The  number  of  midwives  registered  as  practising 
during  1948  was  44.  Of  these  six  were  Municipal  Midwives 
(full  or  part-time),  28  were  midwives  at  the  County  Hospital,  6 
were  midwives  at  the  Bury  Infirmary,  and  4  were  in  private 
practice. 


Municipal  Midwives. — Five  Municipal  Midwives  (full  time) 
were  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.

Since  the  municipal  midwives  have  been  in  the  Corporation’s 
employ  they  have  been  required  to  assist  at  the  municipal  ante 
and  post-natal  clinics  and  be  present  with  any  of  their  patients 
attending. 

All  Midwives  are  now  equipped  and  trained  with  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia  apparatus.  This  was  administered  to  210  patients. 


Previous  to  July  4th  the  services  of  the  salaried  midwives  were 
not  free,  but  payment  was  expected  in  accordance  with  financial 
ability.  A  scale  of  income  with  appropriate  charges  was  in  force, 
and  in  fact  there  had  been  a  number  of  cases  where  the  services 
were  rendered  free  of  charg'e.  The  full  charges  for  Services  was  :

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Maternal  Mortality. — There  were  two  maternal  deaths  in 
1948,  giving  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.86  per  1,000  total 
births.  In  1947  the  maternal  mortality  rate  was  2.51  and  in  1946 
it  was  1.90  per  1,000  total  births. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  —  Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified.  The  three  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital  for  treatment,  and 
recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neona¬ 
torum  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
1.72  per  1,000  live  births  in  1947. 

Instruction  in  Mothercraft. — During  school  term,  two  sessions 
weekly  are  held  at  the  Wylde  Clinic,  where  instruction  is  given  by 
the  Senior  School  Nurse  of  the  Education  Department.  The 
arrangement  with  the  Education  Committee  continues,  and  girls 
in  the  last  term  at  school  attend  in  groups  of  not  more  than  80  at 
a  time,  each  group  attending  for  a  period  of  six  weeks,  and  they 
come  from  all  the  senior  schools. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

A  disquieting  feature  this  year  is  a  rise  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate.  This  has  risen  from  38  per  1,000  births  last  year 
to  47  per  1,000  births.  Compared  with  the  figure  for  the  whole 
of  the  Country  this  shows  that  Bury  is  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
average  figure.  Since  1943  when  a  record  low  figure  of  26  was 
obtained,  the  rate  has  shown  higher  figures. 

The  influences  which  affect  infantile  mortality  may  be  classi¬ 
fied  under  two  headings.  Those  of  a  general  character  such  as 
the  nutritional  state  of  the  Country,  the  housing  standards,  the 
amount  and  type  of  employments,  and  the  Sociological  condition 
of  a  general  character.  These  causes  cannot  ,be  altered  by  the 
individual  himself.  The  other  group  is  the  personal  care  and 
effort  of  the  individual  to  make  best  use  of  the  facilities  which 
may  be  within  this  group.  The  advantage  taken  of  these  things 
depends  upon  the  education  and  morale  of  the  person. 

An  analysis  of  the  infantile  deaths  (under  one  year) ,  shows 
that  31  out  of  49  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  month  of  life. 
Only  6  of  the  infants  were  illegitimate. 

By  far  the  largest  cause  was  Prematurity — 22  out  of  49  deaths, 
the  next  largest  group  being  Bronchitis,  with  six  deaths.

Child  Life  Protection — Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(Section  206  to  220). 

The  duties  and  powers  under  the  above,  which  make  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  supervision  of  children  who  are  nursed  for  gain  apart 
from  their  parents,  were  administered  by  this  department  until  the 
duties  were  taken  over  by  the  Children’s  Officer  in  October,  1948. 

There  were  three  foster  parents  on  the  Register  at  that  time. 
The  children  nursed  by  these  foster  parents  were  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  who  were  the  appointed  visitors  under  the  Act. 
The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  17. 

Boarding-out  of  Children, — The  Council’s  administrative 
scheme  under  the  Local4Government  Act,  1929,  made  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  a  declared  service  ;  therefore  duties  under  the 
Order  were  imposed  upon  this  department. 

There  were  eight  children  on  the  Register  when  the  Children’s 
Officer  took  over.  During  the  year  71  visits  have  been  paid  in 
connection  with  these  boarded-out  children. 

Adoption  Of  Children.— In  response  to  enquiries  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  adoption  of  children,  the  Health  Visitors  paid  62  visits 
to  homes.  Visits  were  paid  with  reference  to  enquiries  about  the 
placing  of  three  children  by  approved  adoption  societies  and  one 
child  by  other  local  Authorities.

There  is  one  Day  Nursery  at  Maxwell  Street  and  a  Nursery 
Class,  with  extended  hours,  at  the  East  Ward  School. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  attendance  of  Nursery 
Students  at  Manchester  for  training  on  alternate  weeks. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants  (Circular  20/44). — Arrangements 
are  in  force  for  dealing  with  Premature  Infants.  Certain  equip¬ 
ment,  including  cots,  heated  basket  with  oxygen  supply,  blankets, 
baby  jackets,  etc.,  has  been  provided  and  a  specially  trained 
health  visitor  is  responsible  for  visiting  premature  infants  imme¬ 
diately  notification  is  received  from  the  midwife  concerned.  The 
local  hospitals  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  prema¬ 
ture  infants  are  discharged. 

During  1948  the  number  of  babies  notified  who  weighed 
5^-lbs.  or  less  at  birth  was  75.  The  majority  of  these  were  born 
in  hospital.  The  number  of  cases  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  in 
the  home  was  11,  to  whom  59  visits  were  made. 

Illegitimate  Children. — The  Health  Visitors  pay  special 
attention  to  illegitimate  births  and  make  frequent  visits  to  these 
cases.  The  Council  subsidises  the  local  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Council,  whose  Social  Worker  visits  unmarried  mothers.

This  home  is  provided  by  the  Corporation  for  the 
admission  of  healthy  children.  It  is  chiefly  intended  for 
short  stay  cases,  but  in  cases  where  suitable  foster  parents  cannot 
be  obtained  long  stay  cases  may  be  admitted.  The  intention  is  to 
provide,  as  near  as  possible,  conditions  of  good  home  life  for  the 
children.  They  attend  the  ordinary  schools  and  are  housed  in 
ideal  surroundings.  The  Health  Committee  has  arrangements  to 
admit  children  whose  mothers  are  unable  to  look  after  them  dur¬ 
ing  confinement.  If  vacancies  are  available  children  may  be 
admitted  from  other  Authorities.

Home  Helps. — Three  whole-time  home  helps  are  employed  by 
the  Corporation.  There  is  also  a  panel  t*f  home  helps  to  be 
drawn  on  if  the  full-time  home  helps  are  fully  booked  up. 

A  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  their  services 
according  to  the  means  of  the  patient.  Whilst  the  services  of  the 
home  helps  are  primarily  to  provide  domestic  help  in  maternity 
cases  their  services  may  be  obtained  either  in  case  of  non-infectious 
sickness  or  infirmity  due  to  old  age,  should  they  be  at  liberty  from 


maternity  cases.

PROPOSALS

PART  I.

PART  II. 

A.  — General. 

1.  The  Service  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee, 
who  will  appoint  a  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  will  be  responsible  for  the  organisation,  control,  and  medical 
direction  of  the  Service.  He  wTill  have  the  advice  and  assistance  of  a 
part-time  consulting  Psychiatrist. 

B.  — Medical. 

2.  A  part-time  Psychiatrist  shall  be  appointed,  either  in  conjunction 
with  neighbouring  authorities  or  from  the  Specialists  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  This  officer  shall  have  the  clinical  direction  of  the 
work  of  the  mental  services. 

Certain  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  Health  Department  will 
assist  with  the  Mental  Health  work. 

C.  — NomMedical. 

3.  It  is  proposed  that  three  persons  be  designated  as  authorised 
officers.  They  shall  also  have  other  duties  in  the  Mental  Health  Service. 
Two  whole-time  social  workers  (one  male  and  one  female)  are  to  be 
appointed,  and  these  will  assist  in  the  supervision,  securing  training  or 
occupation  for  those  not  in  institutions.  One  whole-time  instructor  for 
training  in  the  homes  is  to  be  provided.  One  whole-time  clerk  wrill  be 
required. 

4.  (i)  Three  persons  should  be  designated  as  authorised  officers. 

Two  of  these  might  combine  these  duties  with  those  of  full¬ 
time  mental  health  workers  (one  male  and  one  female) ,  and 
the  other  wTith  that  of  clerk  in  the  mental  health  service. 

(ii)  They  will  operate  from  accommodation  provided  in  or  near 
the  Health  Office 

5.  (i)  I  he  services  of  one  person  to  be  employed  in  the  training 

of  defectives  in  the  home. 

(ii)  One  occupation  centre — to  be  run  in  conjunction  with  neigh¬ 
bouring  local  authorities.  This  Centre  may  be  in  Bury" or 

m  an  adjacent  authority.  No  work  will  be  delegated  to 
voluntary  bodies.

D. — Ambulance  Service. 


6.  The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  County  Borough  will  be  used  for 
the  requirements  of  the  Mental  Health  Service.  This  service  will  include 
ambulances  and  sitting  case  cars.  In  cases  where  necessary  the  Local 
Health  Authority  shall  arrange  with  hospitals  for  the  use  of  their  ambu¬ 
lances  and  trained  staff  to  assist  in  the  removal  of  the  patient.  Close 
co-operation  is  to  be  maintained  between  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  the  Hospital  Management  Committees  of  the  hospitals  concerned. 

ACTION  TAKEN  DURING  1948. 

(i)  Administration. 

(a)  Constitution  and  Meetings  of  Mental  Health  Subcommittee. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  consists  of  eight  members 
elected  from  the  members  of  the  full  Health  Committee.  Meetings 
have  been  called  as  required 

(b)  Staff  employed  in  Mental  Health  Service. 

Medical.  Three  of  the  Corporation’s  whole  time  medical  officers 
(Drs.  Wood,  Snell,  and  Mitchell)  have  undertaken  work  in  this 
department.  They  have  all  attended  a  special  course  m  Mental 
Deficiency  and  are  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  for 
certification  of  School  Children  who  are  mentally  handicapped.  In 
addition  Dr.  Wood  is  approved  for  certification  by  the  Board  of 
Control  under  the  Mental  Treatment  Act.  General  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioners  have  also  been  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  for  certi¬ 
fication  of  patients  when  required. 

Duly  Authorised  Officers.  Two  male  authorised  officers  have 
been  appointed. 

Social  Workers.  One  male  social  worker,  who  also  acts  as  an 
x\uthorised  Officer,  has  been  appointed.  He  has  attended  a  special 
course  at  the  Liverpool  University.  It  is  intended  to  appoint  a 
female  social  worker  in  addition.  So  far  it  has  been  impossible 
to  obtain  the  services  of  one  with  the  necessary  training  and 
experience. 

Occupation  Centre  Supervisor.  So  far  no  Occupation  Centre 
has  been  set  up,  although  preliminary  work  has  been  planned  as 
to  obtaining  and  adapting  a  building. 

(c)  Coordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital 

Management  Committees. 

Joint  use  has  been  made  of  the  Psychiatrist  appointed  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  to  Bolton.  Supervision  of  patients  on 
trial  or  on  licence  from  Mental  Hospitals  and  <  Institutions  for 
mental  defectives  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Social  Worker.  Re¬ 
ports  of  the  home  conditions  of  patients  have  been  made  to  the 
Superintendents  of  the  various  institutions. 

(d)  No  duties  have  been  delegated  to  Voluntary  Institutions. 

(e)  No  arrangements  have  been  instituted  for  the  training  cf 
Mental  Health  Workers  in  Bury. 
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31st  DECEMBER,  1948. 

(ii)  Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

(a)  Under  Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Prevention, 
Care,  and  After  Care. 

Patients  referred  to  the  Mental  Health  Service  by  Doctors  and 
Relatives  have  been  visited.  Advice  and  information  has  been  given 
relating  to  admission  to  hospitals  as  certified  or  voluntary  patients. 
Appointments  with  a  visiting  Psychiatrist  at  an  Out  Patient  s  Clinic 


have  been  arranged  for  suitable  cases.  After  discharge  patients 
have  been  visited  and  reports  made  on  tlieir  mental  condition. 
Advice  has  been  given  about  National  Health  Insurance,  Unem¬ 
ployment,  and  National  Assistance  Board  benefits.  Suggestions  on 
employment,  occupation  and  training,  has  been  given,  and  some 
patients  referred  to  the  Disablement  Officer  at  the  Employment 
Exchange.
